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N Anſwer to your Inquiry into the 
Cauſes of the preſent exorbitant Price 
of Sugar, which, as you juſtly obſerve, 

is much higher than it was in ſeveral of the 
Years of the late War with France and Spain, 
and as high as at any Time of that War, 
and whether no Method can be contrived 
to reduce that Commodity to a reaſonable 
Price, nearer to what it uſed to be in Time 


of Peace, without injuring our Sugar Co- 
lonies: 


I will give you my Thoughts on the 
Subject in the beſt Manner that I can. You 


may remember a Maxim from Mr. Locke, 
which was often quoted to you, when the 
Planters, Merchants, &c. waited on you,

Had the Colonies produced and ſent to 
England, more Sugar than they could have 
found Vent for in England, the additional 
Duty muſt undoubtedly have fallen upon 
the Planters, unleſs they could have found 
Sale ſor the Surplus at foreign Markets, 
And in the Year 1748, the Year: of the 
Peace, I believe that they, as well as moſt 
other Traders who dealt in imported Com- 
modities, by the ſudden Alteration occa- 
ſioned i in their Value by the Peace itſelf, 
did loſe Money, and that the additional 


Tax of 1 5. 6 . per Hundred Weight, did 
then fall upon them.

I believe, admitted to be ſo, in Time of 
Peace, before your honourable Houſe, viz, 
255. per Hundred Weight for Muſcovada 
Sugar, before the additional Duty of 15, 6 d. 
was laid upon it, or 26 s. 6 4. fer Hundred 
Weight, including the preſent Duty; 1 
mean an Average Price upon the Muſco- 
vada Sugars of various Quality imported, 
They have not only cauſed the Buyer to 
pay the additional Duty, but have gained 
a very great additional Price to them- 
ſelves. For from Lady- day, 1749, to 
Lady-day, 1750, the Average Price for 
Muſcovada Sugar was 30s. per Hundred 
Weight ; ſo that they were Gainers of 
36. 6d. per Hundred Weight, above the 
Price, which in Time of Peace they could 
live and thrive by, or 12 per Cent. Money 
upon their Capital and Profits; from Lady- 
day, 1750, to Lady-day, 1751, the Ave- 
rage Price for Muſcovada Sugar was 295. 
per Hundred Weight, which is 2 5. 60. 
per Hundred Weight above that Price, and 
about 10 per Cent. Money upon their Ca- 
pital and Profits: And from. Lady-day, 
1751, to Lady-day, 1752, te Average

But how ſhall we compute their Gains for the 
preſent Year? The preſent Average Price for 
Muſcovada Sugar, I believe, will be granted 

to be full 44 s. per Hundred Weight; but 

as it has been fold for a great Part of the 

Year at 40 5. per Hundred Weight, or 

under, I believe, the Average Price for 

this Year may be called full 4o s. per Hun- 
dred Weight, eſpecially if they ſuppor 
their preſent Price, or more, if they riſe, 
as many People expect; ſo that this Year 
the Planters will gain 13 5s. 6d. per Hun- 
dred Weight more than the Price they 

have confeſſed to be a reaſonable one, or 50 

per Cent. Money on their Capital and Pro- 
fits. I know it will be ſaid, that the De- 
ficiency in Quantity of Sugar this Year, 
was occaſioned by the Hurricane in Sept. 
1751, and by Droughts in Antigua and 


ſome 
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ſome other of the Iſlands. In Anſwer to 
4 this, give me Leave to obſerve, that the 
French Sugar Colonies did ſuffer by the 
ſame Hurricane, and one of them had be- 
43 ſides a very deſtructive Earthquake; and 
yet they have ſent Home Quantities of 
Sugar, not only ſufficient to ſupply the re- 
7 fining Manufacture, and the general Con- 
27 ſumption of France, at a Price at leaſt one 
third lower than that of our Market, but 
at the ſame Time to engroſs all the foreign 
Markets to themſelves. 


The Cauſes, then, of the preſent ex- 
travagant Price of Sugar appear to be, 
that our Plantations do not produce or ſend 
® Home a ſufficient Quantity to ſupply the oy 5 
Demand of Great Britain only, and that 

ue are prevented from importing any from 
« I any other Part of the World, by Duties 
9 which amount to a Prohibition, and were 
x intended ſo by the Legiſlature ; the Con- 
+ ſequences of which are, that under theſe 
2 Circumſtances, there is no Poſſibility of 
1 » exporting either Muſcovada Sugar, or Re- 
” fined, the Prices here being ſo much higher 


than 
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than in any other Part of Europe; ſo that 


ſome few Sugars, the Produce of our own ö 
Plantations, which had been exported laſt 


Year; when the Prices were lower, in 


Hope of being ſold abroad, in which they 


failed, were gladly reimported here the 


Beginning of this Year; when the Price 
of * was men lower than i it is now. 


That poor People are excluded emu one 
of the common Conveniencies of Life, 
and thoſe who can afford it are obliged to 
pay 50 per Cent. more than the reſt of Eu- 
rope do for the ſame Commodity, and this 
not for the Sake of publick Defence or 
Utility, but into the Pockets of their Fellow 
Subjects, who have the Advantage of a 
Monopoly againſt them. It has been ſaid, 
and J ſuppoſe may again, that Sugar is a 
Matter of Luxury: If it be ſo, it muſt be 
owing to the preſent extravagant Price of it; 


for when Muſcovada Sugar was retailed at 


Three-pence or Three-pence Halfpenny 
per Pound, as it conſtantly uſed to be in 
Time of Peace, Farmers and labouring 
People ſweetened: their Pyes and Puddings

with it, and employed it in other Family 
_ Uſes. As it is allowed to be the moſt 
nutritious of all Vegetables, it afforded 
aſt nem ſo cheap a Suſtenance, that there is 
hardly any cheaper; and if this be deemed 
Fa Luxury by any, it is ſuch a one that I 
hope our induſtrious People will never be 
3 deprived of. 


And, for God's Sake, why ſhould they? 
only to fill the Pockets of People never 


e, deemed averſe to Luxury, and enable them 
to to indulge themſelves in many Expences

Another ill Conſequence is, that the very 
great Diſparity of the Price of Sugar here, 
and of the ſame Commodity in France, 
Flanders, and Holland, may be a ſtrong 
Temptation to ſmuggle Sugar from thence 


to the great Injury of the Government, and 
the fair Trader. 


This deficient Importation of Sugar is 
likewiſe a great Detriment to a very con- 
ſiderable Manufacture, I mean that of Re- 
fining of Sugar, wherein a great Number 
of Families in diverſe Parts of the King- 
dom are now concerned, a great Number 
of Hands employed, and which gives Em- 
ployment and Maintenance to many other . 
Manufacturers; for by this they are de. 


prived of Sugar to refine, to their great 
Loſs, and the Loſs of all thoſe who 


depend on their Manufacture, and by the 


preſent immoderate Price can have no Hope 
of exporting any Part of their Produce, 
which when they were enabled to do, their 
Labour and Expence was repaid them by 
Foreigners ; a Manufacture which has been 
extremely advantageous to our Plantations, 


by 
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by increating the Conſumption of Sugar, 
for all Muſcovada Sugar, by being refined, 
18 diminiſhed more than a third, which be- 
comes Melaſſes, or uſeleſs Dirt, a Manu- 
facture in which all the Materials made 
uſe of, excepting the Sugar itſelf, which 
comes from our own Plantations, are of 


Engliſh Growth, or Engliſh Manufacture. 


But it will be ſaid, do you complain of 
People for what was not in their Power to 
help! By no Means : I know many of the 
Gentlemen, who are great Gainers by the 
preſent Prices, and think very reſpectfully 
of them; nor do ] believe, that the preſent 
high Price of Sugar could be foreſeen, 
much leſs contrived by them, but is owing 
to a Monopoly granted to our Sugar Plan— 
tations at a Time, when theſe Conſequences 
could not be foreſcen. 


Theſe Gentlemen are, no doubt, well 
pleaſed (as who would not) with theſe Cir- 
cumſtances in their Favour, and perhaps 
be unwilling to part with ſuch conſiderable 
Advantages as they are now poiletied of; 
but it is hoped from your honourable Houſe, 
that you will interpoſe equitably between

your Fellow- Subjects, and not ſuffer one 
Part to fall a Sacrifice to. another through 
meer Inattention. 

But it is ſaid, this Evil will of itſelf be 
remedy'd next Year by a plentiful Impor- 
tation of Sugar f:om all the Iſlands. Could 
this be rehed on, it would be unneceſſary 
to trouble your honourable Houſe upon 
the Subject; but I beg Leave to lay before 
you a Computation, by which it appears, 
that the Sugar Planters are greater Gainers 
in their preſent Circumſtances, by a de- 
ficient Importation, than by a plentiful 
one : For Inſtance, their annual Importa- 
tion before the Commencement of the late 
War with France, viz. from Chriſtmas, 
1735, to Chriſimas, 1742, uſed to be 
communibus annts, about 80,000 Hogſheads 
of 10 Hundred Weight each, or 40,000 
Ton. This preſent Yezr it is ſuppoſed to 
be about 60,000 Hogſheads of 10 Hun- 
dred Weight each, or 30,000 Ton. Now 
you will eaſily perceive, that 30,000 Ton 
at 40 5. per Hundred Weight amounts to 
1,200,000 J. exactly the ſame Sum with 
40,000 Ton, at 30s. per Hundred; and 
that the Planters receive here the ſame 

Sum 
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Sum for 30,000 Ton, at 40 5. per Hun- 


dred Weight, as they would for 40,000 
Ton at 3o g. per Hundred Weight; tho 


: they ſave one fourth Part of the Expence 


required to produce this Commodity, one 
fourth of the Freight, Waſte, Warchouſe- 
room, and ſome other Charges, and one 
fourth of the Duty here, which amounts 
to 48,333 J. 65. 8d. which is loſt to the 
Revenue, and our Shipping loſes the 
Freight of 10,300 Ton of Sugar; andif 
they were to produce but 40,000 Hogſ- 
heads, or 20,000 Ton, and enabled to 


ſell them at 60s. per Hundred Weight, 


as they might, were all other Sugar pro- 
hibited, they would then fave one half of 


all the above Articles, the Government 


would loſe half its Duty thereon, and the 
Navigation half the Freight: Nor is there 


any Check at preſent to prevent this. but 
that the Exorbitance of the Price would en- 


able Merchants to import Sugar from Por- 


tugal or elſewhere, paying the Duty which 


was originally intended as a Prohibition. 
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By this I think it appears, that a defi- 
cient Importation of Sugar has been more 
lucrative to the Planters than a plentiful 
one would have been, and may prove ſo 
for the future; and as Mankind are 
ſtrangely apt to do what they ſee to be 
their Intereſt to do, and to forbear what 
they ſee will prove to their Loſs, what rea- 
ſonable Hope can we form, that they will 


break up more Ground, or more eagerly 


cultivate what they have, when, as they 
have a Monopoly in their Favour, the more 


Sugar they produce, the leſs they will be 
Gaines. 


In Anſwer to this it is ſaid, that among 
a great Number of the Planters, it will be 
difficult or impoſſible to form any Agree- 
ment which thall be obſerved, every one 
being defirous to make the molt of his own 
Plantations. This I grant is a ſatisfactory 
Anſwer, with Regard to the Lands already 
cultivated ; but as theſe appear to be inſuf- 
ficient to anſwer the Conſumption of 
Great Britain, which is greatly increaſed 
of late Years, by the Multitude of refining 


Hiouſes 
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, Houſes and by other Cauſes, and as the only 
L new Lands capable of being made Planta- 


tions, are in the Poſſeſſion of a few Gen- 
tlemen, principally in Jamaica, who have 


large Plantations already cultivated, and the 
7 Lands fit to be broke up, may lie further 
from the Sea, and be attended with addi- 
tional Expences, it may be eaſy for thoſe 
2 few to agree in what ſhall be their common 
Z Intereſt. Whether theſe are Facts, it is in 
the Power of your Houſe to enquire. I am 


informed that you have ordered an Enquiry 


to be made, and an Account to be laid be- 
3 fore you, of the preſent Diſtribution of 
4 Lands in Jamaica; upon a Complaint that 
has been made, that upon that Ifland, there 


* are not a ſufficient Number of white In- 
habitants for its Defence. By this Com- 
plaint it appears, that the Lands there are 
in the Poſſeſſion of but few Owners. 


But whether the Planters of our own 


Sugar Iſlands are unwilling or unable to 


I ſupply Great Britain with a ſufficient 


Quantity of Sugar, the Remedies I ſhall 
: Propoſe to your Conſideration, will be ſuch 
= 2s 
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cannot hurt them in either Caſe; and if 3 


take the Advantage of their preſent Mo- 
nopoly againſt us, to extort extravagant 


Prices for their Sugar, they cannot form 
any reaſonable Pretence for oppoſing them 


One Remedy I would propoſe, with the 


greateſt Submiſſion to the Wiſdom of your 


honourable Houſe, is, that all foreign Muſ- 
covada Sugar, excepting French, may be 


ſuffered to be imported into Great Britain, f 
upon paying a double Duty to what is paid 


on Sugar imported from our own Plan- 


tations, which at preſent upon the whole 


amounts to 45. 10 d. the Hundred Weight, 


ſo that upon this Foot foreign Sugars muſt 
pay 9s. 8 4. the Hundred Weight, and 


that whatever foreign Sugars are imported, 
ſhall be in Britiſb Ships. 


This Permiſſion would be ſome Check 


to the preſent extravagant Prices, but could 


not prevent very ample Profits accruing to 
our own Planters, as appears by the Com- 
putations already made. It would be a

ö zowerful Incitement to cultivate all the 
Lande they are able to the beſt Advantage, 


and thereby render the Importation of fo- 
reign Sugar unneceſſary and impracticable. 
It would enable them to employ the ſame 


ö umber of Ships they have done for- 
merly, and to ſupply the ſame Revenue 
to the Government, or more. 


But if they will not or cannot ſupply a 


1 ufficient Quantity of Sugar, for the Con- 


1 of Great Britain, is it reaſonable 
that their Fellow- Subjects ſhould pay into 
their Pockets (as they now do) 50 per Cent. 
more than what they themſelves have 


I one to be a reaſonable Price in Time of 


Peace, for ſo apparent Conveniency of 
Life, of which even the common People 
of all Countries partake and purchaſe it 
Fo per Cent. cheaper than we do; at the 
fame Time that this Deficiency of Im- 
ortation is an Injury both to our Naviga- 
tion and Revenue, as well as to the Pub- 
Aic in general. 


To 
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To this I ſuppoſe it will be objected, 2 


from whence can you have Sugar but from 
our late Enemies and - preſent Rivals the 


French, of whom we ought always to be 
jealous, and to avoid as much as poflible 
the Importation of their Commodities? 
The Anſwer to this is eaſy; our good 
Friends the Portugucze, with whom our 
Commerce is advantageous, and therefore 
deſirable, will gladly ſupply us with Sugar 
as far as they are able; and an Importation 


of Sugar from thence may enable them to 


take from us a larger Quantity of our 6 
Commodities, or ſhould they not be able to 
ſupply us ſufficiently, our good Allies, the 4 
Dutch, or the Danes, or any People upon 


Earth, would gladly ſupply us upon much 


cheaper Terms than our own Plantations 


do at preſent; and a double Duty upon 


5000 Ton would bring into the Govern- 
ment as much Money as 10,000 Ton 


from our own Plantations, at the Duty 


which they now pay. 


There are ſome Conveniences of Life 


of ſuch general Uſe, and ſo much wanted, 
that

the Government frequently deviates from 
its general Rules to procure them ; as Corn 
for Inſtance; for though in general it 
gives a Bounty to encourage the Exporta- 
tion of it, yet when the Price of Wheat 
riſes to 48 s. per Quarter, of Barley to 245. 
per Quarter, of Rye to 28s. per Quarter, 
all Bounty ceaſes; and when Wheat is 
ſold at 56 5. per Quarter, Barley at 30s. 
per Quarter, and Oats at 165. per Quarter, 
upon an Average, the Importation of thoſe 
Commodities are permitted from any Part 
of the World, without Diſtindion, paying 
only a certain Duty, which diminiſhes as 
the Price of Corn here advances ; and when 
to above 4/. per Quarter, the Duty is 
no more than 15.3 d. per Quarter. 


I will not pretend that Sugar is equally 
neceſſary with Corn; but there are few. 
Conveniencies of Life, none but what 


are immediately of our own Growth, 


of ſuch general Uſe or more wanted; ſo 
that to prevent the very extravagant Price 
of it, I will venture, with great Submiſſion, 
to propoſe the Importation even of French 
Sugar upon the following Conditions, that 
they be imported from Frauce or Flanders, 
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in our own Shipping. and that they pay # 


treble Duty to what Sugars from our own 


Plantations do pay, vig. 145. 6 d. per 
Hundred Weight. This Duty would pre- 
vent any Importation excepting when the 
Price here is extravagantly high, and even 
then would diſcourage a large Importation, 
becauſe the Addition of a ſmall Quantity 
of any Commodity when it is exceſſively 
dear, ſoon lowers the Price; for this, the 
Gain to the French muſt be very inconſider- 
able, though the Greatneſs of the Duty 
would indemnify our Government for thrice 
the Quantity from our own Plantz:tions, 
and the Freight would be ſome little Ad- 


vantage to our Shipping. 


And upon the whole, the Advantages to 
this Kingdom in general, would gieatly 
overbalance this trifling and uncertain Gain 
to the French, as it would indemnify the 
Government, ſupply the People of Eng- 
land with a great | Conveniency of Lie, 
and revive a languiſhing Manufacture, by 
furniſhing the Refiners with Materials for 
Refining, upon lets extravagant Terms than 


they 
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they pay at preſent, by being a Check to a 
preſent dangerous Monopoly, and a pow- 
erful Incitement to our Planters, to cultivate 
the Plantations they have to the beſt Ad- 
vantage, and to convert all the Land capable 
of it into Sugar Plantations; and ſurely 
they cannot pretend that a Preference of 
45. 10d. per Hundred Weight, with Re- 
gard to all foreign Sugar excepting the 
French, and of gs. 8d. per Hundred 
Weight with Regard to that, is not ſuffi- 
cient to protect them from Loſs, and to af- 
ford even an ample Proſpect of Gain. IF 
they do, they ſhould be confidercd as idle 
and ſpendthrift Children, who relying upon 
the Partiality of a fond Parent, think they 
have a Claim to waſte the Wealth of the 
whole Family, and impoveriſh them by 
Idleneſs and Extravagance. 


The Planters of Jamaica, perhaps, may 
think it reaſonable, that Great Britain 
ſhould be content to ſuffer from a Scarcity 
of Sugar, in Complaiſance to their Mono- 
poly, though they themſelves have ſhewn 
ſuch a paltry Selfiſhiſhneſs, as to endeavour 
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to exclude a Manufacture of their Mother 
Country, and one that has been extremely 
beneficial to them, from their Iſland of Fa- 
maica, by laying a Duty on all refined Sugar 


from England, of no leſs than 6 d. per 
Pound. 


May not the People who can act thus, 
be juſtly ſuſpected, of neglecting to cul- 
tivate their Lands 'to the utmoſt, when, as 
they are now circumſtanced, that very 


Neglect will bring more Gain into tbeir 
Pockets? 


Even our Rivals the French, whoſe 
Politicks we ſo much admire and fear, do 
not {crupie to take from us what is conve- 
nient to them; as Corn for Inſtance ; but 
that you'll ſay is a Neceſſary of Life: 
Granted; though I believe a great Num- 
ber of the French Subjects are forced to 
ſubſiſt without, or with very little of it: 
But what can be ſaid to Tobacco? That 
cannot be deemed a Neceſſary any where, 
and yet of that Commodity they take from 
us annually to the Value of 170,000 /. a 


much 
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much larger Sum than as 1 hope, or believe, 
ve ſhall ever have Occaſion to pay them for 


- sugar, was that, which is now propoſed,

Year, according to the Cuſtom-houſe

or 47,000 Ton and upwards, and was a 


Cauſe of this Application to Parliament, 
for this Liberty of ſending their Sugar to 
foreign Markets directly. Is it not reaſon- 
able, therefore, to ſuppoſe, that the Iſland 
of Jamaica has not been cultivated ſo 
thoroughly as it might be, notwithſtanding 
the great Encouragement which has been 
given, by granting the Act they petitioned 
for, and by the very good Prices they have 
received for their Sugars ever fince Lady- 
day, 1749 ; nor has the annual Importation 


from all the Iflands ſince Lady-day, 1749, 


been ever equal to what it was 1n the Year 


beforementioned, viz. 1739; and the Ave- 
rage fince 1749 has been much inferiour 


in Quantity. 


And is it not equally reaſonable, that their 
Mother Country ſhould have ſome Relief, 


when the Price of that Commodity 1s be- 


come exceſſively high by a deficient Im- 
portation, as that the Planters ſhould have 
the Liberty of trying every foreign Market, 


whenſoever they can find any more favour- 
able than our own.

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You know I have always been a zealous 
Advocate for the Intereſt of the Sugar 
Colonies, and always ſhall continue ſo, 
whilſt that is connected with the Intereſt 
of their Mother Country, or not inconſiſtent 
with it ; but at preſent their excluſive Pri- 
vilege of ſupplying us with Sugar (all other 
being excluded by Duties which amount to 
a Prohibition) and their Inability or Un- 
willingneſs to ſupply us with a ſufficient 
Quantity, is a conſiderable Grievance to 
great Numbers of their Fellow Subjects, 
and a great Loſs to the Navigation and 
Revenue of this Kingdom. 

What FaQs I have mentioned, you'll find 
upon Enquiry to be true ; as to the Remedies 
propos'd, they are ſubmitted to the great 
Wiſdom of your honourable Houſe: and 
if they can contrive any that may be more 
unexceptionable or more effectual, they 
will be gratefully received ; bat the very 
high Price which Sugar is now ſold for, is 
undoubtedly a great Grievance.
